Do we really realize into how many lands that are dark, and homes 
that are sad, and lives that are joyless and races without hope the Christ- 
mas glee bas come, and how like a sea of glory it spreads from pole to 
pole? “We did have such a lovely time at Christmas,” said one of our 
Canadian missionaries in India. “We had such a lovely time 
The boys and girls learn new Christmas songs every year. It ts 
delightful to hear the children's voices ringing out the glad tidings up 
and down the hillside. The lighted procession of Christmas Eve is simply 
charming. for the children all gather in the compound and light thelr 
lanterns and candles and then march up the hill to the church, singing 
about the joys of Christ's coming to earth.” And they tell us that even 
the little Moslem and Hindu children catch the Christmas spirit of joy, 
and their eyes gleam with new-found gladness as they too are given gifts, 
because nearly two thousand years ago a littie Baby Boy waa born in 
far-off Bethlehem.

Poisoning of this sort is more in-

THE NEW AIR CLEANER 
FLINT, Mich ec. 22.—A dual air 
cleaner-flame arrestor has been de- 
veloped that removes all hazards due 
to carburetor backfires from automo- 
bile, motorboat and airplane engines 


Engineers say the device should ul- 
timately result in reduction of fire) 
insurance rates on sutomobiles 


motorboats and airplanes 

The device is the result of long re- 
search work by engineers of the AC 
Spark Plug Company here and has 
been tested and approved by the Na- 
tional Board of Underwriters. Ac- 
cording to the underwriters report 
no flame can be made to pass through 
the alr cleanet-flame arrestor even 
under the most severe conditions, 

The device, attached to the in- 
take of the carburetor, prevents dust 
particles from reaching the engine 
The dust as it comes in contact with 
copper ribbons in the apparatus ad- 
heres to the olled surface aud & re- 
tained there 

The principle of the flame arrest- 
ing feature is the quenching of the 
flame by @ materia! which wil! absort 
it as such a rate that the gas is cooled 
below the point of ignition. This com- 
bustion material consists of fiat cop- 
per ribbon knitted and arranged in «@ 
container so that any flame emerging 
from the carburetor met must pase 
through i 

Copper is used because of tts su- 
periority over steel or other materia! 
It has # heat conductivity nearly nine 
times that of steel. The flat knitted 
wires which are arranged at al) an- 
gies and inclinations serve to diffuse 
the flame uniformly throughout the
